All Night 
Just for Fun

CLEVELAND (AP) — Mice 


which apparently would climb 
skyscraper buildings just for 
the fun of it suggest that hu- 
mans might be motivated bet- 
ter by tough problems than by 
tangible rewards, a team of sci- 
entists said today. 


Zoologists Daniel Brant and 


J. Lee Kavanau said so in a re- 
port to the 130th meeting of the 
\ American Association for the 


Advancement of Science. Both 
researchers are of the Univer- 
stiy of California at Los Ange- 
les. 


They told of unique experi- 


ments with wild "deer mice" in 
which the rodents—placed in an 
apparatus featuring a complex 
maze of passageways and blind 
alleys—"ran as much as three 


x miles and climbed as much as 
* 300 feet, the height of a 25-story 


building, in one night' just for 
the fun of exploring the laby- 
rinth. 


Meanwhile, the mice paid lit- 


tle or no attention to an unre- 
stricted supply of food, water, 
and, 
in some instances, the 


p r e s e n c e of potential girl- 
friends or boy-friends—a setup 
w h i c h the scientists 
said 


4, "should have permitted a mouse 


to eat, drink and be merry" if 
it cared, to do so. 


In summing up the possible 


significance of their observa- 
tions, the scientists said: 


"People frequently ask exper- 


imenters whether they really 
think humans behave like mice. 
One wonders if humans would 
find the solution of completely 
new problems as self-rewarding 


f.- as mice find the exploration of 


complex mazes. 


"If so, it might be more ef- 


fective to motivate humans with 
challenging problems r a t h e r 
than witli tangible rewards."

West German's postwar econo- 
mic boom, Erhard, 66, succeed- 
ed former Chancellor Konrad 
Adenauer Oct, 16 under a cloud 
of doubt. Adenauer called i his 
former economic minister naive 
politically.

But Erhard made a strong 


start in foreign affairs by stand- 
ing up to the formidable French 
president, Charles de Gaulle, on 
the eve of the West German 
leader's trip to the United 
States.

De Gaulle's stand imperiled 


the Common Market experiment 
for West Germany and the four 
other member.'. hatipnsr-Italy, 
Belgium, Luxembourg and the 
Netherlands.

Erhard stubbornly refused to 
accept a unified agricultural pol- 
icy De Gaulle wants until the 
French president made conces- 
sions. Erhard pressured De 
Gaulle into supporting a U.S.- 
favored liberal approach on the 
coming international tariff nego- 
tiations in Geneva. 


Although De Gaulle warned 


that the Common Market might 
break up, Erhard remained un- 
ruffled. Puffing slowly on a big, 
black cigar, his trademark, Er- 
hard predicted a solution would 
be found. 


It was Monday, after a pro- 


longed foreign ministers? confer- 
ence in Brussels. De Gaulle 
agreed to the joint tariff stand. 
Erhard made concessions in 
farm policy. 


The result, enthusiastically re- 


ceived in Bonn, boosted Er- 
hard's chances for re-election in 
1965, and strengthened his hand 
in dealing with Johnson.

Compensation 
Asked by U.S. 
of Bulgaria

VIENNA, Austria (AP)—The 


United States is 
demanding 


compensation from Communist 
Bulgaria for damages done to 
U.S. property Friday when 3,000 
Bulgarians demonstrated out- 
side the American Legation in 
Sofia. 


The demonstrators o v e r- 


turned four American cars and 
smashed all windows on the le- 
gation's first three floors by 
hurling chunks of ice from the 
streets. 


There was no immediate esti- 


mate of the damage. None of 
the legation's personnel was in- 
jured. 


The U.S. demand for compen- 


sation was made in a strong 
protest in Sofia to the Commu- 
nist government of Premier To- 
dor Zhivkov by the ranking le- 
gation official, Richard John- 
son. Johnson is in charge of the 
legation in the absence of Mrs. 
Eugenie Anderson, U.S. minis- 
ter to Bulgaria, who is on vaca- 
tion. 


Johnson, reached by telephone 


today, said "all is quiet now" 


The attack appeared to be in 


retaliation for the alleged U.S. 
employment of former Bulgari- 
an diplomat Ivan Asen Christof 
Georgiev, 56, as a spy. 


The mob descended on the 


.building 24 hours after the for- 
mer second man in a Bulgaria's 
U.N. 
delegation pleaded guilty 


before the supreme court in So- 
fia of spying for the U.S. Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency for sev- 
en years. He testified he was 
paid a total of $200,000 from 
1956 to 1963 by the CIA and 
spend most of the money "to 
meet the needs of my girl 
friends." 


A U.S. Legation spokesman 


charged Bulgarian authorities 
took'their time in. dispatching 
police •"«# the besieged building. 


Ths contradicted a report is- 


sued by the official Bulgarian 
Telegraph Agency, which said 
the demonstrators were quickly 
dispersed by mounted police.

Weather Question 
Will Be Changed 


CHICAGO (AP)—"How's the 


weather out," is a question 
W e a t h e r Bureaus have an- 
swered for years. 


Now it's going to be "How's 


the weather in." 


Beginning Jan. 2, the Chicago 


Weather Bureau will issue re- 
. ports on the indoor relative hu- 
midity several times a day dur- 
ing the remainder of the cold 
season. 


The new service will be intro- 


duced on a test basis as a 
health benefit measure. Low hu- 
midity aggravates the nose and 
throat and is a source of dis- 
comfort. 


The reports will tell the rela- 


tive humidity outside air would 
have if heated to 72 degrees 
fahrenheit. 


Unless moisture is added in- 


doors, the Weather Bureau said, 
heated wintertime air has a 
much lower humidity than the 
frigid outside air. For example, 
if it's zero outside and the hu- 
midity is 100 per cent, the same 
air when heated to 72 degrees 
gives a reading of 6 per cent 
humidity — drier than average 
desert air.

RALEIGH, N.C. (AP) - To 


thousands of children in North 
Carolina, first grade is a for- 
eign world of strange, bewilder- 
ing things like books and cray- 
ons and gaily colored pictures. 


They come from homes mired 


in poverty where education is 
neither understood nor respect- 
ed. They cannot cope with a 
course of study designed for 
their 
more 
fortunate class- 


mates. 


"The children find everything 


at school so alien," Gov. Terry 
Sanford said, "they never quite 
catch on, and within the next 
few years they become the drop- 
outs. In time, they become the 
parents of poverty again." 


Through 
Sanford's 
efforts 


state and local 
governments 


and the Ford Foundation have 
teamed up in a $14-million at- 
tempt to break this "cycle of 
poverty.'"' 
- 
•..* - 


A new agency, the North Car- 


olina Fund, has been set up to 
administer a five-year program 
which will include 10 communi- 
ty projects and a statewide en- 
deavor to improve the teaching 
of reading, writing and arith- 
metic in the first three grades. 


Sanford said the community 


projects would be "essentially 
an attempt to locate the people 
in the rural, mountain and city 
areas who have problems, take 
them by the hand and show 
them how the state, county and 
local agencies can help them 
and put them on their own two 
feet." 


Officials have warned against 


expecting 
dramatic 
develop- 


ments. It is, they have said, a 
long-range attack on an ancient, 
stubborn foe. 


North Carolina has a severe 


dropout problem, a high per- 
centage of illiteracy and a per 
capita income that is 43rd in the 
nation. 


Only one-half the youngsters 


who entered school in 1950 were 
graduated in June 1962. More 
than one-fourth the adults over 
25 were listed in the 1960 census 
as functionally illiterate. 


The statewide program for 


the primary grades has re- 
ceived a $4-million grant from 
the fund. The other $10 million 
will go into projects in 10 com- 
munities to be selected early 
next year. 


Specifics in the program are 


lacking. Fund officials have of- 
fered some suggestions to local 
governments, 
but 
they 
feel 


vagueness is one of the greatest 
strengths of the effort. 


"We're trying to encourage 


thinking from the bottom up, 
rather than from the top down," 
Director George Esser said. 


The 
reading, 
writing 
and 


arithmetic program is to begin 
in January in 20 elementary 
schools and grow, during the 
next four years, to include 400. 


It will experiment .with the 


idea of grouping the first three 
grades into a single unit, sepa- 
rating the children not by age 
but by achievement level.

It 
ha;s been flavored with spices, 
laced with liqueuers and crown- 
eff with flame. Ficuferick the 
Great 
even brewed his with 


champagne. But if you ask most 
Americans how they like their 
coffee, they'll say, "Pass the 
cream, and 
sugar, 
please!" 


Cream and sugar were definite 
ly western contributions. 
.It seems that European peo- 
ple 
first 
encountered coffee 


when visiting in the Near East 
in the late 1500's. Spices were 
the flavorings most used, then, 
but the visitors quickly added 
sugar 
to suit their 
palates. 


Then, in 1GGO the Dutch Ambas- 
sador to China added milk to 
coffee imitating the Chinese tea 
with 
milk. 
Of 
course, 
the 


French cafe an lait was a direct 
result of that. 


Almost any school child can 


tell you the first words the great 
explorer Sir Henry Morton Stan 
ley said to Dr. David Living- 
stone. 
His greeting, 
"Doctor 


Livingstone, I presume," 
has 


been 
immortalized in 
print. 


Very few may be aware of the 
good 
doctor's equally casual 


answer, "Just in time for cof- 
fee, 
Stanley." If Lord Meston 


of England had 
correctly do- 


cumented 
the historic reply, 


then the coffee break was en- 
joyed in darkest Africa as far 
back as 1871. 


Coffee, many centuries ago, 


was regarded as a medicine. 
But there was one early British 
doctor who foresaw coffee's fu- 
ture, not in the medical kit but 
on the dining table. William 
Harvey, who discovered the cir- 
culation of the blood, left a 
legacy of enlightenment when 
he died in 1657. With the state- 
ment, "This little bean is the 
source of happiness and wit!", 
he bequeathed 56 pounds of cof- 
fee to the London College of 
Physicians, directing that his 
friends gather once a month to 
drink coffee in liis memory. 


If 
you 
think 
the 
"coffee 


break" is an American inven- 
tion, you may not be entirely 
correct. When William Drury of 
the "Honolulu Star-Bullentin" 
was a reporter for a Singapore 
paper some yeas ago, he had 
to depend on a Malay copy boy 
to get liis coffee for him. But 
their languages presented dif- 
ficulties. 


As the reporter worked, his 


copy boy was supposed to leap 
at the word "copy" and rush the 
copy to the editors. Instead, 
every time he felled "copy!" 
the boy wohld disappear and re- 
turn half an hour later with a 
steaming cup of coffee, wlu'ch 
the boy swore had been order- 
ed. 


At la^t Drury realized what 


was happening. He explained, 
"You 
see, Malays, like Fili- 


pines, have no 'f in their pic- 
turesque language. They .-pro-

Christmas, 
Auto Tags Go 
Together

WASHINGTON (AP) - About 
the time you get Christmas paid 
for, it will be time for another 
annual expense — automobile 
tags. 
. • ' • ' • 


This is an item that has been 


going up generally, with more 
and more cities and towns get- 
ting into the act along with the 
states. 


The top charges run as high 


as $72.95, in Oklahoma, and 
$69.35, in:Minnesota. 


A mass of information has 


been gathered about car tags by 
the American Automobile Asso- 
ciation and the National Geo- 
graphic Society. 


For one thing, there seems to 


be a trend toward making the 
tags good for more than one 
year. Nineteen states now issue 
stickers or tabs instead of re- 
quiring an annual replacement 
of plates. 


Also, more states each year 


are 
using 
reflective plates, 


These cost 'a little extra to 
make, how much depending on 
how many years they are sup- 
posed to last. 


The average cost of manufac- 
turing tags runs about 15 to 30 
cents. Nearly all are made by 
prison labor. The size is now a 
standard 12 by 6 inches, after 
many years of variety. 


Various states like to use the 


tags to advertise their special 
suaiities or attractions. Only in- 
frequently is there any objection 
from car owners, but it was re- 
ported recently that one citizen 
threatened to go to court to pre- 
vent New York from advertising 
its world fair on his 1964 plates. 


Registration of autos began in 


1901, in New York State The 
need was obvious—to help iden- 
tify a car that was stolen or uv 
volyed in an accident. At the 
beginning the revneue didn't 
amount to much—f l a car. 


There has always been a spe* 


cial appeal in low numbers, 
these usually being reserved for 
top state officials. Peculiar com- 
binations also are popular. 


A Wisconsin man named Ole 


Lee managed to get plates 
numbered 337-370 which he put 
on upside down, to spell his 
name. Mickey Mantle, whose 
baseball uniform carries the 
number 7, got plates with the 
number 77-77777. Heavyweight 
boxer Rocky Marciano once had 
the letters KO.

necticut car owners have been 
allowed to get special combina. 
tions of four letters. Two teen- 
aged friends had galoppies that 
sported rock and ro.lt.

Good, Better 
Are Business 
Forecasts

, WASHINGTON (AP) - You 


can take your choice from two 
business forecasts for 1964—one 
good and one better. 


; The difference is tax reduc- 


tion.-, The consensus of govern- 
ment- and private 
economists 


holds that: 


If the late President Ken- 


nedy's $ll-billion tax cut pro- 
gram is enacted soon, 1964 will 
be a-banner year. National out- 
put, may rise by 5 per cent or 
more to a record $615 billion, 
give or,take a few billions. 


If the tax bill is killed, or 


hangs fire in Congress until the 
nearly 3-year business rise runs 
out of gas, it is generally agreed 
that second-half 1964 will see a 
downturn. 


But even if there is a late- 


year sag, over-all 1964 output 
will crack this year's record of 
$583, billion. 


That's because the upswing— 


which has accelerated in recent 
months—seems to have enough 
momentum to keep the indexes 
rising .through the first and 
probably the second 
quarter, 


most economists agree. 


The production rate will top 


$600 billion a year this winter 
or spring, the President's Coun- 
cil of Economic Advisers pre- 
dicts. But its chairman, Dr. 
Walter W. Heller, has 
warned 


that the immediate prospect is 
for a gradual rise—no boom, 
and no appreciable drop in job- 
lessness. 


Concurring with the view of 


private industry experts that 
current gains are due partly to 
the expectation of investors, 
business managers and consum- 
ers that tax cuts are coming, 
Heller warned: 


"The disappointment of ex- 


pectations if the tax cut were, 
unexpectedly, to falter and fall 
by the wayside would make a 
sharp difference in the 1964 out- 
look. 


'To say that it would pull the 


rug out from under the expan- 
sionary expectations for ' the 
year would not overstate 
the 


economic realities." 


Twice in 1963 the expansion 


sputtered and almost faltered— 
in February, when personal in- 
come sagged 
and unemploy- 


ment climbed to 6.1 per cent, 
and in August, when industrial 
output took its first and only 
tumble of the year. 


But by Nov. 22, when, the as- 


sassination of President John 
F. Kennedy rocked the nation 
and its markets, 
the basic 


strength of the economy was so 
visible that the sudden panic 
of the exchanges was quicklv 
clamed.

Cyprus Blames 
Turkey With 
War Threat

cease-fire on the Mediterranean 
island with "gunboat diploma* 
cy." Turkey denied the charge. 


The 11-nation Security Coun- 


cil adjourned at 1:02 a.m. today 
without acting on the Cypriot 
charge or setting a date for a 
further meeting. 


Zenon Rossides, Cypriot chief 


delegate, accused 
Turkey of 


speeding a dozen warships to- 
ward Cyprus to terrorize the 
Greek Cypriot population. But, 
he suggested, the Turkish gov- 
ernment ordered the vessels to 
change course after he asked for 
th mcrgency Security Council 
session. 


Adnari Rural, Turkish chief 


delegate, said his 
government 


had no intentions of invading 
the small eastern Mediterrane- 
an island where burning ani- 
mosity between the Greek and 
Turkish Cypriots erupted into 
violence last Saturday and re- 
sulted in sporadic clashes that 
lasted until Friday. 


Rural said the Turkish war- 


warships were just passing be- 
tween Turkish ports. Turkey's 
southern coast is 40 miles from 
Cyprus. 


Cyprus, Turkey and Greece 


each assured the council they 
want to preserve a cease-fire 
negotiated on Christmas Eve by 
Greek and Turkish Cypriot lead- 
ers.

A British spokesman said, 


however, his delegation

Rules About 
Mex Labor 
to Tighten 


DALLAS (AP) - Tighter pro- 


visions on employing Mexican 
farm workers will be in force 
in 1964, the Labor Department's 
Bureau of Employment Securi- 
ty said today. 


And some of the rules will af- 


fect domestic workers as well, 
said Tracy C. Murrell, regional 
administrator of the bureau. 


Farmers in Texas and Arljan, 


sas are being informed that they 
face new obligations under the 
Agricultural Act of 1949, which 
permitted use of Mexicans. Jt 
has been regularly amended. 


In 1964, employers of foreign 


workers must .pay domestic 
workers as much as the rate re. 
quired for foreign workers. The 
rate is 60 cents an hour in Ar« 
kansas. 


Qualified domestic workers 


must be given preference for 
the best jobs and employers 
must try to recruit domestic 
workers. If workers are laid off, 
toreign workers must be first. 


Congress voted a one-year ex- 


tension of the bracero law last 
fall but indicated that 1964 
might be the last year for the 
program. 


Domestic workers must be 


paid the hourly minimum ap* 
plkable in the state. 


Employer*; must keep ade- 


quate records of employment 
and earnings of domestic work-

Every first family has been 


deluged with gifts, some of 
hem probably to the point of 
embarrassment. No one likes to 
return a gift, or to refuse one 
hat is well-meant, even if it is 
not particularly wanted and has 
o be fed. 
The John F. Kennedys, having 


,wo small children, were partic- 
ularly showered with pets, but 
hey always seemed to have 
room for one more. 


In addition to three ponies, 
he Kennedys were honored with 
dogs galore, the most famous 
being Pushinka. the offspring of 
a Soviet space dog. She was a 
>ift from Premier Khrushchev. 


Other Kennedy dogs included 


Charlie, a Welsh terrier; an 
Irish wolfhound, various cock- 
ers, a German shepherd and 
some pups born to Pushinka and 
Charlie. 


Dogs have always been the 


most popular presidential pets, 
jeginning with George Washing- 
on. An exception to the dog- 
oving line was President Harry 
S. Truman, but his friends were 
always quick to point out that he 
lad nothing against dogs. 


A White House dog that fig- 


ured in politics was Fala, a live- 
y Scottie belonging to Presi- 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt. In 
he 1944 presidential campaign, 
some critics of FDR charged 
that a destroyer was sent to the 
Aleutian Islands at heavy ex- 
sense to the taxpayers after 
Pala allegedly had been left be- 
lind in one of the President's 
rips. 


Roosevelt turned the tables in 


a radio broadcast, still remem- 
bered as a campaign master- 
piece, which poked ridicule at 
soliticians who stoped to attack 
"my little dog, Fala." 


During the first world war the 


White House grounds were pas- 
ture for a flock of sheep. Presi- 
dent Woodrow Wilson had a dou- 
ble purpose: to help keep the 
grass trimmed and to provide 
wool that could be sold for the 
benefit of the Red Cross. 


President William McKinley 


had a parrot which, so it has 
been chronicled, could whistle 
"Yankee Doodle Dandy." 


And President William How- 


ard Taft owned a Jersey cow 
named Pauline.

A noted Moslem scholar hopes 


Pope Paul's pilgrimage to the 
Holy Land next week will pro- 
mote more sympathetic under- 
standing among Christians and 
Moslems, linked by many com- 
mon beliefs but separated by 
wide gulfs. 


Mohammed afrullah Khan, a 


leading authority on Islam, pre- 
dicts the pontiff will be received 
by Moslems with deep respect, 
because sayings of the Prophet 
Mohammed enjoin his followers 
to honor those who are honored 
among their own people. 


Zafrullah Khan .former United 


Nations General Assembly pres- 
ident and former foreign minis- 
tre of Pakistan, is now a mem- 
ber of the International Court. 
He believes the great religions 
gradually are drawing closer 
and he hopes the papal visit will 
help that process. 


Pope Paul will travel through 


Israel, which regards itself as 
the national home of all Jews, 
and through neighboring Jor- 
dan, whose population, while 
containing many Christians, is 
predominantly 
Moslem 
and 


ruled by a young king claiming 
descent from the prophet. 


Islam, the religion of the Mos- 


lems, comes from the Arabic 
word Aslama, meaning submit. 
Moslem comes from the same 
root, and means one who has 
submitted. The Koran, Islam's 
bible, is the body of revelations 
from God to his prophet, Mo- 
hammed. But Mohammed was 
mortal. Moslems do not consid- 
er him divine. 


What, separates Islam and 


Christianity, both cradled in the 
Holy Land? afrullah Khan says 
the greatest difference is in how 
they regard Jesus Christ. 


To Christians 
in 
general, 


Jesus the Messiah is the Son of 
God, one of the Holy Trinity of 
Father, Son and Holy Spirit. 


To Moslems, Jesus is an hon- 


ored prophet, but not the Son of 
God except in the sense that all 
men are God's children. To 
Moslems, belief in a trinity is 
to imply that there is more than 
one God. 


Both Christians and Moslems 


revere the Jewish prophets of 
the Old Testament. Both believe 
in a judgment day and life after 
death, both believe Jesus is in 
heaven and has access to God. 
But there are differences. 


The Moslems have no priest- 


hood. Islam has imams—lead- 
ers, and teachers, but it is the 
most secular of religions. 


To Moslems, the emphasis is 


on a god of power. The idea of 
a god of love is less evident than 
in Christianity. 


Islam is based on the five 


pillars: 
faith, prayer, alms, 


fasting and pilgrimage to Mecca 
in Saudi Arabia. These are the 
duties of a Moslem, and every 
Moslem hopes to become a hadj, 
one who has made 
the pil- 


grimage.

Making of the President I960," 
a 90-minute ABC special next 
Sunday night, probably is the 
most 
expensive documentary 


ever produced for television. 


David L. Wolper, head of the 


company that made the special, 
estimates the cost of translating 
Theodore H. White's best-selling 
book into a television program 
at around $400,000. One of Wol- 
per's first moves was to sign up 
White to write the script. 


The program is a careful 


study of the compelling forces 
and activities of the 1960 presi- 
dential campaign that resulted 
in the election of John F. Ken- 
nedy and the defeat of Richard 
M. Nixon. 


Researchers 
gathered 
film 


and tape from more than 500 
sources, had; cooperation from 
the press secretaries of both 
candidates and access to pri- 
vately owned film footage of 
others. It took a year and a half 
to round up the footage. 


After the program was fin- 


ished, edited and ready for 
broadcast, President Kennedy 
was assassinated. Wolper and 
ABC decided to go ahead with 
the program although at some 
wints the portraits of the two 
candidates are not completely 
laltering. 


In a brief prologue, White 


wrote: "We have left (the pro- 
gram) as it was then, believing 
;hat the noble profession of poli- 
:ics and the men who aspired 
to lead us are greater in candid 
recollection." 


Lyndon B. Johnson was one of 


;he serious contenders for the 
Democratic presidential nomi- 
nation and the program's inter- 
pretation of his strength and 
weakness as a vote-getter and 
iiis skill at political maneuver- 
ing are explored with this same 
candor. All this is especially in- 
terestng at a time when the 
nation is getting acquainted 
with its new chief of state.

rush for gold. 


Let's have a closer look. 
Now about those cable cars: 


at the turn of the century, 13 
lines sent dozens of them cluck- 
ing and clanging over the hills. 
Today there are 27 cars in daily 
service. And they are one big 
financial headache. 


All repairs and spare parts 


have to be homemade. It would 
be cheaper to Use buses. A hard 
core of defenders, known as the 
Citizens' Committee to Save the 
Cable Cars, stands firm at the 
turntables just daring anybody 
to junk them. 


Bridges: More than 21 million 


car trips are checked off yearly 
at the toll gates of the 4,200-foot 
!35-million Golden Gate Bridge. 
More than 40 million are record- 
ed over the 8Vit-mile $77.2 mil- 
ion San Francisco-Oakland Bay 
Bridge. They're a life - blood 
rade artery, no question about 
hat. 
But there's another side of the 


picture. They doomed a city ap- 
jroach which was relaxed and 
eye-gripping — the ferries.

Every first family has been 


deluged with gifts, some of 
:hem probably to the point of 
embarrassment. No one likes to 
return a gift, or to refuse one 
hat is well-meant, even if it is 
not particularly wanted and has 
o be fed. 
The John F. Kennedys, having 


:wo small children, were partic- 
ularly showered with pets, but 
they always seemed to have 
room for one more. 


In addition to three ponies, 


:he Kennedys were honored with 
dogs galore, the most famous 
being Pushinka, the offspring of 
a Soviet space dog. She was a 
gift from Premier Khrushchev. 


Other Kennedy dogs included 
harlie, a Welsh terrier; an 
[rish wolfhound, various cock- 
ers, a German shepherd and 
some pups born to Pushinka and 


harlie. 
Dogs have always been the 


most popular presidential pets, 
aeginning with George Washing- 
ton. An exception to the dog- 
loving line was President Harry 
S. Truman, but his friends were 
always quick to point out that he 
had nothing against dogs. 


A White House dog that fig- 


ured in politics was Fala, a live- 
" 
Scottie belonging to Presi- 


dent Franklin D. Roosevelt. In 
the 1944 presidential campaign, 
some critics of FDR charged 
that a destroyer was sent to the 
Aleutian Islands at heavy ex- 
pense to the taxpayers 
after 


Fala allegedly had been left be- 
hind in one of the President's 
trips. 


Roosevelt turned the tables in 


a radio broadcast, still remem- 
bered as a campaign master- 
piece, which poked ridicule at 
politicians who sloped to attack 
"my little dog, Fala." 


During the first world war the 


White House grounds were pas- 
ture for a flock of sheep. Presi- 
dent Woodrow Wilson had a dou- 
ble purpose: to help keep the 
grass trimmed and to provide 
wool that could be sold for the 
benefit of the Red Cross. 


President William McKinley 


had a parrot which, so it has 
been chronicled, could whistle 
"Yankee Doodle Dandy." 


And President William How- 


ard Taft owned a Jersey cow 
named Pauline.

A noted Moslem scholar hopes 


Pope Paul's pilgrimage to the 
Holy Land next week will pro- 
mote more sympathetic under- 
standing among Christians and 
Moslems, linked by many com- 
mon beliefs but separated by 
wide gulfs. 


Mohammed afrullah Khan, a 


leading authority on Islam, pre- 
dicts the pontiff will be received 
by Moslems with deep respect, 
because sayings of the Prophet 
Mohammed enjoin his followers 
to honor those who are honored 
among their own people. 


ZafruIIah Khan .former United 


Nations General Assembly pres- 
ident and former foreign minis- 
tre of Pakistan, is now a mem- 
ber of the International Court. 
He believes the great religions 
gradually are drawing closer 
and he hopes the papal visit will 
help that process. 


Pope Paul will travel through 


Israel, which regards itself as 
the national home of all Jews, 
and through neighboring Jor- 
dan, whose population, while 
containing many Christians, is 
predominantly 
Moslem 
and 


ruled by a young king claiming 
descent from the prophet. 


Islam, the religion of the Mos- 


lems, comes from the Arabic 
word Aslama, meaning submit. 
Moslem comes from the same 
root, and means one who has 
submitted. The Koran, Islam's 
bible, is the body of revelations 
from God to his prophet, Mo- 
hammed. But Mohammed was 
mortal. Moslems do not consid- 
er him divine. 


What separates Islam and 


Christianity, both cradled in the 
Holy Land? afrullah Khan says 
the greatest difference is in how 
they regard Jesus Christ. 


To 
Christians 
in 
general, 


Jesus the Messiah is the Son of 
God, one of the Holy Trinity of 
Father, Son and Holy Spirit. 


To Moslems, Jesus is an hon- 


ored prophet, but not the Son of 
God except in the sense that all 
men are God's children. To 
Moslems, belief in a trinity is 
to imply that there is more than 
one God. 


Both Christians and Moslems 


revere the Jewish prophets of 
the Old Testament. Both believe 
in a judgment day and life after 
death, both believe Jesus is in 
heaven and has access to God. 
But there are differences. 


The Moslems have no priest- 


hood. Islam has imams—lead- 
ers, and teachers, but it is the 
most secular of religions. 


To Moslems, the emphasis is 


on a god of power. The idea of 
a god of love is less evident than 
in Christianity. 


Islam is based on the five 


pillars: faith, prayer, alms, 
fasting and pilgrimage to Mecca 
in Saudi Arabia. These are the 
duties of a Moslem, and every 
Moslem hopes to become a hadj, 
one who has made the pil- 
grimage.

on the Boston-La Coruna run for 
10 years. It is owned by the 
firm of Elcano. 


In New York, the U.S. Coast 


Guard launched a wide search 
for the vessel, alerting ships at 
sea to be on the lookout. 


It said the last reported po- 


sition of the vessel was approx- 
imately 400 miles northwest of 
the Azores on Dec. 14. The Cas- 
tillo De Montjukh had left Bos- 
ton, Dec. 5 and was due at La 
Coruna on Dec. 20. 


No emergency signals were

The plants make everything 
rorn airplane parts to charcoal 
briquettes. 


Many of the new facilities tie 


n with farming, forestry, and 
xniltry, such as an Arkansas 
jrain Crop., a soybean process- 
ng firm at Helena; the Tolber 
2orp. at Hope, which makes 
plastic coating for commercial 
eggs. 


On the agricultural scene, 
!armers took advantage of a 
drought to produce a record 1,- 
500,000 bales of cotton, consider- 
ably over the 1,450,000 bales pro- 
duced last year. 


Rice production totaled an 


estimated 
18,105,100 hundred- 


weight, well above the previous 
record of 16,800,000 produced in 
1954. 


The state produced 52,152,000 


bushels of soybeans this year, 
down from last year's produc- 
tion of 57,663,000, but still con- 
sidered a good crop. 


A highlight of the agricultural 


scene was the intense interest 
in new cash crops for the state

to 


sugar beets and research on all 
was done by the University of 
Arkansas. 


A report by the university's 


division of agriculture showed 
that Arkansas farmers may 
eventually be able to grow 
sugar beets as a major crop, 
possibly replacing soybeans in 
money value.

kansas are looking to truck 
crops to utilize land idled by 
lessened acreage allotments on 
other crops.

NEW YORK (AP) — "The 


Making of the President I960," 
a 90-minute ABC special next 
Sunday night, probably is the 
most 
expensive documentary 


ever produced for television. 


David L. Wolper, head of the 


company that made the special, 
estimates the cost of translating 
Theodore H. White's best-selling 
book into a television program 
at around $400,000. One of Wol- 
per's first moves was to sign up 
White to write the script. 


The program is a careful 


study of the compelling forces 
and activities of the 1960 presi- 
dential campaign that resulted 
in the election of John F. Ken- 
nedy and the defeat of Richard 
M. Nixon. 


Researchers 
gathered 
film 


and tape from more than 500 
sources, had-> cooperation . from 
the press secretaries of both 
candidates and access to pri- 
vately owned film footage of 
others. It took a year and a half 
to round up the footage. 


After the program was fin- 


ished, edited and ready for 
broadcast, President Kennedy 
was assassinated. Wolper and 
ABC decided to go ahead with 
he program although at some 
joints the portraits of the two 
candidates are not completely 
Mattering. 


In a brief prologue, White 


wrote: "We have left (the pro- 
gram) as it was then, believing 
hat the noble profession of poli- 
ics and the men who aspired 
to lead us are greater in candid 
recollection." 


Lyndon B. Johnson was one of 


;he serious contenders for the 
Democratic presidential nomi- 
nation and the program's inter- 
pretation of his strength and 
weakness as a vote-getter and 
lis skill at political maneuver- 
ng are explored with this same 
candor. All this is especially in- 
;erestng at a time when the 
nation is getting acquainted 
with its new chief of state.

San Francisco — cable cars, 
bridges, 
Chinatown,

man's Wharf. 


Even Soviet Premier Khru- 


schev fell in love with the city 
by the Golden Gate, spawned 
back'in 1849 by a capitalistic 
rush for gold. 


Let's have a closer look. 
Now about those cable cars: 


at the turn of the century, 13 
lines sent dozens of them cluck- 
ing and clanging over the hills. 
Today there are 27 cars in daily 
service. And they are one big 
financial headache. 


All repairs and spare parts 


have to be homemade. It would 
be cheaper to use buses. A hard 
core of defenders, known as the 
Citizens' Committee to Save the 
Cable Cars, stands firm at the 
turntables just daring anybody 
to junk them. 


Bridges: More than 21 million 


car trips are checked off yearly 
at the toll gates of the 4,200-foot 
$35-million Golden Gate Bridge. 
More than 40 million are record- 
ed over the B'/t-mile $77.2 mil- 
lion San Francisco-Oakland Bay 
Bridge. They're a life - blood 
trade artery, no question about 
that. 


But there's another side of the 


picture. They doomed a city ap- 
proach which was relaxed and 
eye-gripping — the ferries. And 
patrolmen are busy trying to 
keep people from jumping off 
them. Since the Bay bridge 
opened in 1936 and the Golden 
Gate in 1937, the known total 
death leaps exceed 300. It's an 
unavoidable price of progress.

Stock Market 
Weathers 
Assassination

NEW 
YORK (AP) - The 


stock market weathered the as- 
sassination of a president and 
the shock of a big financial 
scandal in 1963, then went on to 
new highs. 


Volume of trading was the 


heaviest on record, topping a 
billion shares for the third lime 
in history. 


Stock averages completed the 


job of erasing all the losses tak- 
en in the great plunge of spring 
1962, the worst since the crash 
of 1929. 


Most stock market observers 


anticipated a prosperous 1964. 
They based their hopes on en- 
actment of a tax cut early in 
the year and on continuing good 
business. 


As Wall Street cleaned its 


decks for the new year, the 
most frequently voiced opinion 
was that there will be new fa- 
vorite stocks in 1964 — but 
which ones remains to be seen. 
The 1963 market advance was 
orderly, even cautious most of 
the time. So in 1964 there seem 
no obvious "excesses" to cor- 
rect," as there were in some, 
frenetic market advances of re- 
cent history. 


The higher prices of stocks 


seemed based, for the most 
part, on the fundamentals of 
higher earnings, larger divi- 
dends and undimmed prospects 
for the economy. 


The 
financial 
community, 


which reeled with shock at the 
shooting of President Kennedy, 
displayed confidence 
in 
the 


leadership 
of 
his 
successor, 


President Johnson. 


The assassination of the Pres- 


ident came at a time when Wall 
Street was shaken by the sus- 
pension of two old-line financial 
houses. The firms were left fi- 
nancially deficient due to the 
bankruptcy of a client company 
which had gambled and lost in 
commodity' future trading in- 
volving soybean oil and cotton- 
seed oil contracts. 


The shooting of the President 


on Nov. 22 triggered the worst 
panic selling since "Black Mon- 
day," May 28, 1962. The New 
York Stock exchange halted all 
trading in midsession. just he- 
fore a weekend. As the nation 
mourned,

Monday for the President's fu- 
bneral.

trading resumed on 


Tuesday Nov. 26 confidence was 
regained. 
Stocks more

1929 — which wa? a day of re- 
covery from the worst day of 
the 1929 crash.

His pride-was hurt, 
but, forced to obey his old 
friends, he was carried away 
on a litter. 


Without' him the 
American 


besiegers fared badly1. Wooster, 
too old and cautious to lead 
troops in the field," could not 
maintain 
the 
blockcacle, and 


Thomas, who succeeded .him, 
was killed in a skirmish. Sir 
Guy Carleton at last took the 
offensive and the 
Americans 


retreated to Montreal in wild 
disorder. 


Finally, Dearly in June, 1776. 


Carleton and his new deptuy. 
Gen. Lord Burgoyne, sailed up 
the St. Lawrence at the head of 
a large fleet. On June 15 the 
flotilla was seen by a young 
American officer, Capt. James 
Wilkinson 
of 
Maryland 
who 


hurried to Benedict with the 
news. 


Once again Benedict demon- 


strated his skill in adversity. 
Ignorning his injured leg, he 
quickly mounted his .horse. Rid- 
ing from one post to another, 
he personally gave marching 
orders 
to 
subordinate 
com- 


manders. He exhorted 
and 


cursed, shouted and praised, 
and, refusing to give in to a 
sense of panic, managed to ob- 
tain large quantities of supplies 
from 
the 
fear-stricken 
mer- 


chants of the city. 


In less than two hours after 


he had received word of the 
impending disaster, he evacuat- 
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ed Montreal and was gone by 
the time the astonished Carle- 
ton and Burgoyne arrived. 


For the moment at least, he 


could take no pleasure in the 
knowledge that his country re- 
garded him as a hero." The 
campaign had been a failure; 
nearly 
400 of his own 
men 


were still being held in Quebec. 
Enemy trumpets 
sounded in 


the distance, reminding him 
that all of Canada remained 
secure in British hands.
